Group I, claim(s) 1-26 and 43, drawn to a drive mechanism. 

Group II, claim(s) 27-33, drawn to a method for assembling a gear housing. 

Group III, claim(s) 34-42, drawn to a drive mechanism with can be operated in an 
emergency. 

The inventions listed as Groups I, II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the invention of 
Group I is directed to a rack and pinion or spindle drive mechanism for driving a window 
pane of a vehicle door, the invention of Group II is directed to a method of assembling a 
gear housing wherein the alignment of the housing plates is obtained through the 
rotation of the gear elements located therein, the invention of Group III is directed to a 
drive mechanism which can be operated in the event of an emergency. Although the 
invention of Group I includes a housing, the special technical features of Group I are not 
related to a housing having housing plates aligned through the rotation of the gears 
disposed therein, as set forth in Group II. Additionally, the special technical features of 
Group I are not related to the emergency operation of the drive mechanism as set forth 
in Group III. Finally, the special technical features of Groups II and III are not related 
because Group III does not include a housing and the housing of Group II does not 
relate to the emergency operation of a drive mechanism.
